the fiv e mem bers of the cou nty board 
of edu cation, one for one year, one for 
two years,

for three years, one 
for fou r years and one for fiv e years. 
The term s of office of 
this 
cou nty 
board of edu cation 
shall 
commence 
Ju ly 15. 
The cou nty au ditor of each cou ntv 
is requ ired to issu e the call for the 
first meeting, bu t all fu tu re meetings 
shall be called by the cou nty su perin 
tendent who is elected by the cou nty 
school board. 
The m eeting shall 
0 ”- 
ganize 
by electing a chairman and 
clerk and a v ote of the majority of 
those present is necessary to elec; 
each m ember of the cou nty 
board. 
The m em bers of the cou nty board so 
elected, may or may not be members 
of any v illage or ru ral board of edu ­ 
cation. 
In other words the meeting o: 
presidents of v illage and ru ral school 
districts may selec t from 
their 
own 
nu m ber the cou nty board of edu cation. 
The cou nty hoard of edu cation is re­ 
qu ired to m eet the third Satu rday in 
Ju ly and elect a cou nty su perintendent 
of schools. 
The c ou nty board is also 
requ ir» -d within 30 days after its or 
ganization to div ide the cou nty into 
districts, in each of which there shall 
be between 20 and 60 teachers. These 
districts contain one or more v illage 
or ru ral school districts. 
The* presidents of the ru ral and v il­ 
lage school hoards within the district 
form the district hoard of edu cation 
and elect a district su perintendent.
